The explosion was caused by wha 


is known among miners as a "blown 
blast." 
It-is the custom of miner 


to place b'asts and fire them off a 
quitting time each afternoon, leavini 
the coal thus thrown down to 
b 


loaded and hauled from the mine th 
next morning. The Richland mine i 
destitute of water, and great volume 
of fine coal dust invisible to the nak 
ed eye, accumulate at the roof-of the 
mine. 
This dust is subject to ex- 


plosion if exposed to flames. 


Seething Mass of Flaimes 


A dynamite cartridge was placed 


in position in one of the rooms for 
a blast and the miners started for 
the mouth of the mine. 
The blast 


tlid not explode as intended, but in- 
stead, a long flame shot out of the 
hlast hole and ignited the accumula- 
tion of dust. 


Instantly a terrific explosion oc- 


curred and a seething mass of flames 
•shot to the mouth of the mine and ex- 
tended 300 feet into the open . air, 
scorching the leaves of the nearby 
trees. 
There were thirty-four men 


in the mine at the time. 
Four of 


these escaped with slight injury. 


Twenty-one were killed and nine 


•were terribly burned, most of them 
iatally. 
The force of the explosion 


caused great masses of coal and slate 
to cave in from the roof of the mine 
and many of the fated miners were 
completely buried. 


Rescue Forces at Work 


Word quickly reached Dayton and 


rescue forces were at once organiz- 
ed and proceeded to the mine. 
One 


hy one the blackened and horribly 
disfigured bodies were taken* from 
the debris • and carried to the mouth 
of the mine where they were put on a 
locomotive and taken to Dayton. All 
the men employed in this mine were 
residents of Dayton.

Aldermen Rice, Gilkey and Judd Pro 


test Against Giving Away a Valu 
able Franchise for Nothing—Routine 
Business at the Common 
Council 


Meeting Held Last Evening. 


Mayor Richardson presiued at the 


regular meetin); of the 
common 


council held last evening and all the 
aldermen were present except Aid. 
Hutchinson. 
The minutes of 
the 


last meeting were read and approved. 


The report of the Janesville Water 


company in regard to the location 
of the water hydrants was referred 
to the fire and water committee and 
then placed on file. 


The application of Mary A. King to 


erect a building at the corner of East 
Milwaukee and South Bluff streets 
and that of P. c. Grant to move a 
frame building in the fire limits was 


. referred to the fire and water com- 


mittee, who later asked for more 
time which was granted. 


The report of the street commis- 


sioner of work done in repairing and 
building sidewalks was referred' to 
the highway committee, who later 
recommended that the 
report be 


adopted and the amounts placed on 
the tax roll against the 
several 


pieces of property benefltted. 
Aid. 


Gi'key from the finance committee 
reported favorably on a batch of bills 
and moved that the clerk be instruct- 
ed to draw orders on the city treas- 
urer, for the several amounts 
The 


largest bill in the bunch being that 
of the Janesville Water company of 
$3.150 for hydrant rental. 


The mayor was instructed" to bor- 


row $5,500 and p'ace $2,000 to the 
credit of the general fund and $3,- 
500 to. the credit of the fire and water 
fund. 


The ordinance creating the office of 


assistant street commissioner was

The highway committee pre- 


sented a number of bills amounting 
$4SO for the finishing up of Martin's 
contract .on Court street and they 
were received and ordered paid out 
of the gen,era,l fund. 


The Janesville Electrig company 


^•ere ordered to place an arc light 
at the porner of South River 
and 


Dodge and at the corner of Rapine' 
and Rlnggo'd 'streets, . 


The contract of city hall committee 


with E, A, Rush Co. of Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., for plans for the city 
hall was accepted and placed on file. 


The company are to 
prepare all 


the plans and specifications for the 
building. 
Drawings and 
working 


plans and everything necessary for 
.the information of contractors. They 
are to -give the work their general 
supervision to protect the city from. 
loss by the defective workmanship. 
The compensation ca'ls for a sum 
equal to 5 per cent, of the actual cost 
'of the building, including everything 
requisite and necessary to render the 
same fit for occupancy. 


There is a provision in the con- 


tract however, that should the city 
be unable to let the contract for the

GIVEN A VERDICT 


Serious Charges Against Him in a 


Nebraska Court Are All 


Thrown Out. 


A despatch 
from Omaha, Neb., 


says that the eloquence o£ Col. Wm. 
F. Vilas, former senator from Wis- 
consin has won for Dr. Philip Fox 
of Madison, Wis., brother of Dr. Geo. 
H. Fox of this city, a bitterly con- 
tested suit in the Nebraska courts 
for $44,000. 
As executor of the es- 


tate of Catherine M. Tusler, who 
died in Madison in 1864, 'Dr. Fox 
was said by the heirs to have failed to 
account for an extensive 
herd of 


horses oh a Western ranch. The case 
has occupied the attention of. Judge 
Slabaugh's court 
for over a week, 


the concluding argument for the de- 
fense being delivered by Colonel Vi'- 
as. 
The court room 
was crowded 


with interested auditors. . The jury 
returned a verdict that instead of 
owing the estate the amount named, 
the estate was. indebted to I)r, Fox 
in the sum of $440. 


A judgment of $40,000 was ren- 


dered against Dr. Fox at a former 
trial on claim of Mrs, Stoddart, who 
'represented that he had not account- 
ed for a herd of horses to the Nebras- 
ka court. 
The present verdict re- 


verses this judgment. 


At the present trial Dr. Fox proved 


that the horses were really in "Wy- 
oming, at the time of Mrs. Tusler's 
death, and that he had taken charge 
and disposed of them as executor 
in Wisconsin. 
He produced testi- 


mony to show that during his exec- 
utorship Mrs. Stoddart paid him no 
vent for a house in Omaha, and the 
jury awarded him a judgment of 
$445,

vent the rails from spreading. 


Ties of this 
description can 
be 


manufactured 
by machinery at a 


cost little above that of white oak 
ties, and their manufacture can be 
extended over a. much broader area 
than that from which wood ties are 
now obtained. 
The cost of trans- 


portation would thus be reduced to 
a minimum. 
The iise of such ties 


would add a very important indus- 
try to the clay working field.

which one, if either of them, shall 
be returned. 


Senator Tillman, familiarly known 


as "Pitchfork" 
Tillman, 
represents 


the old line, "befoah the wah" South- 
ern- democracy. 
He advocates free 


silver, populism, and all the crazy 
fads that have cursed the democrat- 
ic party. 
Is a great admirer 
of 


Bryan, Teller, Towne, and that c'ass 
of populistic leaders, and was elect- 
ed last fall to the 
United States 


senate. 


Senator McLaurin 
was born in 


I860, and belongs to the class 
of 


young and progressive 
democrats 


that is rapidly coming to the front 
in the south. 
He was appointed to 


fill a vacancy, and then elected to 
fill out the term, which expires 
in 


3903. 
Is extremely popular through- 


out the state, and a very able repre- 
sentative. 


There has ?.ong been bad blood 


between the two factions and the 
contest between the two men will 
be watched with interest in the north 
as well as south, because the result 
means more than personal victory. 


The extreme southern states are 


democratic, and always will be, in 
fact, they couldn't be anything else 
on local issues. 
But there are some 


questions like free silver, expansion 
and imperialism, that touch the pride 
and honor of the south just as they 
do the north, and as a result'.there 
will continue to be factional fights, 
similar to the one now going on in 
South Carolina. 
. In the end, the McLaurin element

soldiers 


is causing trouble and alarm.

in checking the evil. 
Several. de- 


'sertlons 'have taken place.

officers and men say this is a direct 
result of the .abolition of the can- 
teen.

Washington, May 2S.—The opinion. 


of the majority members of the Su- 
preme Court in the Porto Rico import1 
duty cases as handed down decides the 
following points: 


1. The constitution follows the flag1. 
2. The United States can have 110 


subject colonies. 


3. Porto Rico and the Philippines 


are now war territory and not >et an 
integral part of the republic. 


4. They must be governed as -war 


territory until congress acts. 


5. Congress has the power to with- 


draw the Hag and relinquish possession 
of them. 


6. Congress alone can incorporate 


new teritory into the United States. 


7. Paris treaty did not incorporate 
tie new islands into the United States. 


8. The constitution applies to all 


territorial possessions of the United 
States. 


9. President has no power outside 


of or beyond the constitution. 


10. The president can use no "dis- 


cretion" beyond the limits of the con- 
stitution. 


11. Tax on Porto Riean products is 
legal. 


Dlscuanlnns tVero Wnrra. 


The decision was reached after one 


of the most spirited discussions 
ever 


held -witflin the sacred circle of the 
Supreme Court bench. There is a dis- 
senting opinion. 


This opinion, which was handed 


down by Justice Brown, is opposed to 
the contention of the government.'Cus- 
toms duties cannot 
be collected on 


goods brought into this country from 
Porto Rico. 


Justice McKenna delivered a dissent- 


ing opinion. 
He was joined in that 


opinion by Justices Shiras and White. 


The Delima case involved the impor- 


tation of goods -into the United States 
from Porto Rico after the ratification 
of the treay of Paris and before the 
passage of the Porto Rican act. 


litlumt Under Constitution. 


After declaring that the court 
ha'J 


Jurisdiction, Justice Brown said that 
•whether or not the sugars Imported 
from Porto Rico by De Lima & Co., of 
New 
York were 
dutiable depended 


upon whether Porto Rico was a foreign 
country. He held that the right to 
acquire territory involves the right to 
govern and 
control it by congress, 


"but," he said, "a country cannot be 
both foreign and domestic." 


"If an act of congress be necessary 


to convert a foreign country into a 
domestic territory, the question at once 
suggests itself what is the character of 
the legislation demanded for this pur- 
pose. 
Will 
an 
act appropriating 


money for its purchase be sufficient? 
Apparently not. Will an act appropri- 
ating the duties collected upon importi 
to and from such country for the bene- 
fit of its government be sufficient? Ap- 
parently not. 


"Will acts making appropriations for 


its postal service, for the establishment 
of lighthouses, for the maintenance of 
quarantine stations, for erecting pub- 
lic buildings, have that effect? Will an 
act establishing a complete local gov- 
ernment, but with the reservation of a 
right to collect duties upon commerce, 
be adequate for that purpose? None of 
these, nor all together, will be suffi- 
cient if the contention of the govern- 
ment be sound, since acts embracing 
all these provisions have been passed 
in connection with Porto Rico, and it 
is insisted 
that it is still a foreign 


country within the meaning of the tar- 
iff laws. 


Dutle« Illegally Exacted. 


"We are unable to acquiesce in this 


assumption that a territory may be at 
the same time both foreign and domes- 
tic. 


"We are 
therefore of the opinion 


that at the time these duties were lev- 
led Porto 
Rico was not 
a foreign 


country within the meaning of the tar- 
iff laws, but-a territory of the United 
:States; that the duties were illegally 
-exacted and that the plaintiffs are en- 
•titled to recover them back. 


• "-The judgment of the circuit -court 
tor the southern district of New York 
is therefore reversed and the case re- 
manded to that court for further 
pro- 


ceedings in consonance with this opin- 
ion."

Rice Has No Show in Texas When the 


Oil Craze Gets Hold of the 


People, 


Beaumont, Tex., May 2S—Beaumont 
is situated about eighty-three miles 
east of Houston, on the Southern 
Pacific. 
It is connected with Port 


Arthur, twenty miles south-east, by 
the Kansas City, Pittshurg and Gulf 
railway. 
The proven oi'. field is be- 


between three and four miles southeast 
right on the line of the railroad. All 
of the gushers that have come in are 
within a radius of a mile and a half. 
Very little drilling has been done 
outside of this area so that the ex- 
tent of the field, when it is finally 
defined, is purely speculative 


Two years ago traces of oil were 


found at Sour Lake, twenty mi'es 
west of Beaumont 
No deep well 


have been sunk here but oil land ex- 
perts predict great things for 
the 


Sour Lake district when, the land 
shall 
have 
been 
thoroughly pros- 


pected. The Neches -river is thought 
by many to be the center of the oil 
belt. One theory is that a river of 
oi'. makes its way deep down in the 
bowels of the earth along this river, 
to and under 
the'Gulf of Mexico. 


Large quantities of oil are known" to 
escape into the gulf about five miles 
west of Sabine pass. 
This oil pool, 


which is indicated on the map, has 
long been known to geologists and 
oM mariners. 
Every acre of land 


in the territory embraced by this 
map has increased in value from a 
hundred to many thousand per cent, 
since the oil was first struck in the 
Beaumont field. 


One pipe line, that of the John 


Guffy Co.. is already 
under con- 


struction from the great Lucas well, 
and several others whioh the com- 
pany owns, to Port Arthur. 
The 


National Pipe Line Co., which bought 
the Beatty well for $1,350,000, will 
soon begin its pipe line to the same 
port. 
The Port Arthur 
Town Site Co., 


which laid out Port Arthur, about 
four years ago. and built the. docks 
there, as a terrains for the Kansas 
City and Gulf railroad, controlled by 
its "stockholders, owned some 28,000 
acres of land aTong the 
railroad 


between Port Arthur and Beaumont. 
This land was bought for speculat- 
ive purposes and since the discovery 
of oil at Beaumont half of it, in al- 
ternating sections, ;has been sold to 
the Standard Oil. Co. 
The contract 


between the Standard and the Town 
Site Co., provides that the former 
sink a certain number of oil wells 
within a given time in- each section. 
Some of the 
most valuable 
rice 


lands in the world are found in the 
lowlands a'ong the Neches river, be- 
tween Beaumont an,d Port Arthur. 
Rice cxiltivation is one of the recent 
industries of this section and mil- 
lions have already been made out 
of it.

was
